settlers have long since disappeared; but 
this building with its solid walls, eighteen 
inches thick, has stood hero on the quiet 
banli cf t|lio Mystic for more thian two cen- 
turies.

Several years • 
ago, Brooks, in his history of Medford, 
pointed out the iraportnneo of its preserva- 
tion ns a historical relic, but nothing IiSg 
ever been done about it, and here, within 
five miles of the modern Athens, this, the 
oldest house in New England, and proba- 
bly in America, stands unthought of anil 
nncared for, except as its owner calculates 
the price of rent.
